• A petition submitted by mem- 
bers of tho Society is responsible 
for tho open meeting. The reso- 
lution which will bo introduced 
states that, "the SEC did not act 
in tho best interests of tho mem- 
bers of tho Student's Society in 
accepting responsibility for these 
demonstration nnd offering to pay 
for . . . damages." 

Tho students who signed tho pe- 
tition feel that instead of grant- 
ing "money for damages, the SEC 
should nttempt to mnko its voice 
heard . . . against tho raiso of 
fares by tho M.T.C." 

The- $5,000 was offered by the 
SEC a3 a result of damage caused 
in tho demonstration last month 
against tho faro increase by the 
transportation commission.

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THÉ PRESS AND THE VOTE 

The Editor-in-Chief and the Managing Board of the Daily have 
felt for some time that it is no longer wise for the Editor-in-Chief 
to sit as a full voting member of nhe Students' Executive Council. 

The Editor of the Daily is appointed to the SEC and is the only 
member sitting on the Council who is not the direct representative 
of one or another group of students on campus. For an appointed 
member to have equal voting rights and yet not speak for any body 
of students does not seem quite fair. 

More important; by far, than this consideration is the fact that 
we believe that the Daily, being the only regular véhicule for the 
expression of student political opinions, should remain completely 
impartial to decisions made by the SEC. 

That is certainly not to say that the Daily will not express its 
; opinions on such decisions; but it is rather to say that the Daily 
will always be able to look upon those decisions with the clear eyes 
and unprejudiced assesments of an outside observer. 

Furthermore casting a ballot at a council meeting would certain- 
ly prejudice the examination of that decision in retrospect. Few men 
looking back upon a course of action embarked upon some six months 
before coqld fail to be influenced by the fact that they stand on 
record as having voted in a such or such a way. It would be far to 
easy to fall into the pit of explaining or excusing the decision on the 
basis of that vote. ' 

The Daily then wishes its Editor to sit upon the Council in an 
ex officio capicity only. In this way he would be able to keep abreast 
of student politics, contribute to the Council any worthwhile informa- 
tion concerning student opinion, that he might have, and yet would 
be able to steer clear of political bias and involvement. 

Machinery to this end has already been set in motion. The final 
decision rests with the students. This decision will have to be made 
in a Students' Society meeting after two weeks prior notice is given 
in the Daily.

BRAVO! BRAVISSIMO! 

* "We Canadians are a stodgy race. We are conservative irï the 
full sense of the word. We tend even further toward a state of 
reaction. We are afraid of being enthusiastic or even interested." 

This statement is not a quote in the strict sense. It represents 
merely a common opinion stated often in a variety of circumstances. 
There are two aspects of Canadian life to which this statement 
applies in particular: the political and the theatrical. 

As far as politics are concerned, Canadians are simply not 
interested. This is true of the majority as the voting percentage indi- 
cates, when Canada occasionally undergoes the formality of an 
election. But this seems to be true of Canadian politics only. There 
' seems to be a great interest in this country in America's political 
life. This may be true only of the minority but does inject a ray of 
hope. American politics ore dramatic if admittedly a little too noisy. 
It has been suggested that Canada might adopt some of the drama 
, in our own political arena to attract our interest from the- "show" 
south of the border. 

As far as the theatre is concerned Canadians seem to be afraid 
Of indicating any enthusiasm. To the habitual theatre — goer in 
Montreal, for instance, it is a rare thing to hear an audience thun- 
der with applause and bravos. It is no excuse to say that the presenta- 
tions to be seen in this city are not of sufficient calibre. A little 
investigation will dismiss that claim. We should not be afraid to 
express legitimate approval of an outstanding performance by voci- 
forous applause. This is not considered undignified! The BRAVO is 
o recognised thing in theatrical repertoire all over the world. Why 
not in our own Montreal?

Sin 

On Friday there will be a- meet- 
ing; of tho Student's Society to 
vote in or reject a motion cen- 
suring the payment of $5000 to the 
MTC. I would like to indicate some 
reasons for voting for the bill. 

Firstly, ï would advance once 
more tho old argument that pay- 
ment of' the money is essentially 
an admission of guilt.' I believe 
that tho students did nothing 
wrong In acting as they did, and 
that they carried on in a manner 
not inconsistent with the accepted 
ways of a dcmocratic'socloty. The 
degeneration of the demonstration 
into an undisciplined riot is un- 
fortunate and is to bo condemned. 
Nevertheless I do not believe that 
tho students were to blame for the 
destruction and thus' they should 
not condemn themselves through 
the medium of the SEC. 

However, in this letter my main 
concern is with tho action of the 
SEC. Throughout the entire affair 
the .SEC acted badly. Firstly, there 
is the very significant fact that 
not one member of the SEC was 
officially present at the demonstra- 
tion. The demonstration was one 
of tho most important crises to 
arise on the campus in a long 
time, and the amount of spirit be- 
ing generated on . the campus is 
indicative of this fact. And yet, as 
I said before, no member of the 
SEC was officially present. It is in 
conceivable that every single mem- 
ber of the Council didn't hear of 
tho impending demonstration on 
the day it was, to take place. At 
least half o f tho members were 
aware of the demonstration; con- 
sidering that they are the elected 
representatives of tho student 
body, is it too demanding to ask 
that some of these representatives 
should bo at an affair which con- 
cerned nearly every student? The 
members of , the SEC had two 
choices when they heard of the 
demonstration; they could approve 
of it or not. If " they approved of 
it, then they should have felt it 
incumbent upon themselves to re- 
present the students should a re- 
presentative be needed. As it 
turned out, one was needed and a 
student holding no public office 
was spontaneously put forth. To 
reiterate then, if they are our re- 
presentatives, why did they not 
represent us 7 

Assuming that some of tho 
members choso to disagree with 
the demonstration (as somo show- 
ed by encouraging people not to 
go) I feel that it was still their 
duty to go along with the students. 
If he feared that the affair would 
degenarate, he should have been 
there in an attempt to influence 
the students not to use violence. If 
tho people of Canada should sud- 
denly decide of their own accord to 
attack the U.S., then the govern- 
ment of Canada, though they may 
disagree with this demonstration, 
must back up the people. Falling 
that, they must resign, for they 
are no longer representatives. 

Tho day after the 1 decision to 
vote the money, ono of tho mem- 
bers of the SEC presented to me 
this very interesting fact; that it 
was on tho very strong recommen- 
dation of a McGill Senate Com- 
mittee that the money was voted. 
If the payment was made as a 
placative gesture to the citizens of 
the city, it was erroneously made, 



for must the activities of a univer- 
sity ho always accountable to tho 
particular locality in which it finds 
itself 7 And again, if it was feared 
by the Council that the student 
demonstration would influence the 
amount of financial support re- 
ceived from the citizens, this must 
be considered: if a university can 
continue its operation only if tho 
behaviour of studonts is approved 
of by tho whims of wealthy con- 
tributors, then it is (resting on 
false ■premises. What is important 
is tho record tho university has 
achieved in the Arts and the 
Sciences and in research, and not 
whether the behaviour of the stu- 
dents is agreeable to tho wishes 
of a small number of unduly in- 
fluential men. 
i 

And, why should the McGill Se- 
nate attempt to influence the act- 
ivities of the students when they 
profess to give the students a free 
hand 7 And why should the SEC 
submit to this intimidation? Tho 
SEC stand accused lack of courage. 

I will support the vote of cen- 
sure of the SEC because they have 
demonstrated their lack of leader- 
ship and their lack of courage. 
Tho students have now an opport- 
unity to demonstrate that ithoy 
want dynamic, •intelligent and cou- 
rageous leadership; instead of end- 
less talk about student apathy, 
perhaps the election of somo stu- 
dent leaders really interested in 
the welfare of the students would 
bo more in order.

has its advantages but the first 
magazine a university ought to 
have should be a good magazine 
and not a student magazine. To- 
day we only have a student maga- 
zine. A good magazine is one that 
attempts to get good contributions, 
the very best it can possibly get. 
But a good deal of the best writ- 
ing on the campus today is not 
being done by students. We should 
not fc 
'unlverso' 
alone, but a community of pupils 
and professors. F. It. Scott, H. 
Mnclennan, L. Dudck, N. J. Berrill, 
to pick but a few names at random, 
who are doing some of the best 
creative work in Canada today 
are on the staff and readily avail- 
able. A great many of us don't 
even know they are here. 

I submit that Forgo not only 
could be, but as a matter of fact 
should bo enlarged so as to include 
faculty contributions. To advocate 
tho isolation of students from pro- 
fessors and professors from stu- 
dents is a grave mistake. Consi- 
dering tho relatively small num- 
ber of serious literary publicati- 
ons in Canada tho creative writer 
on the staff needs space, the stu- 
dent writer for his development 
needs the -companionship of older 
and more experienced men and 
McGill, in tho regretted absence 
of a 'McGill University Press', 
needs a good magazine. 

Tho merely negative attitude of 
'recording^ the writing that is 
being done, or even only that which 
a few students bother to submit 
will certainly not suffice. A maga- 
zine should not be mistaken for a 
literary handbook, faithfully re- 
cording creative prosperity or ad- 
versity; a magazine does not begin 
to fulfil its function until it has 
become a centre of literary acti- 
vity, stimulating creative work as 
well as recording it
